Those  persons  interested  in  the  most  complete  coverage  of  urban 
studies  in  Australia  should  refer  to  Bibliography  of  Urban  Studies 
in  Australia  (items  numbered  3  and  8)  issued  by  the  Australian 
Institute  of  Urban  Studies .  The  first  edition  covered  I966-I968 
and  the  second  edition  1969-1971.  These  bibliographies  are  devoted 
to  Australian  publications,  with  the  addition  of  a  few  English 
planning  journals,  and  is  divided  into  subject  categories.  There 
is  also  a  cross  reference  index  to  locality  and  subject.  With 
few  exceptions,  duplicating  any  of  the  cited  Australian  references 
has  been  avoided  in  this  publication. 

Gerald  Breese's  Urban  Australia  and  New  Zealand;  A  Selected 
Bibliography  to  1966  (item  number  J4)  is  a  very  thorough  supplement 
to  the  above  reference.  These  references  are  classified  and 
presented  geographically  with  emphasis  upon  the  cities  and 
urbanism.  Duplicating  references  cited  by  Breese  has  been 
limited  to  a  fer-j  important  physical  plans,  but  some  supplementary 
references  within  this  period  have  been  given. 

This  bibliography  has  the  references  arranged  alphabetically  by 
author  under  the  subject  headings  of  Bibliographies,  General 
(multi-states),  and  the  name  of  the  state.  In  addition,  there 
is  a  list  of  Australian  periodical  publications  which  have 
particular  interest  to  planners 
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
